CHICAGO, July 21.—Frank C. Hall com- 


mitted suicide in this city last week. He 
was a cousin ot Judge and E. W. Kohl- 
saat, two prominent citizens, but until 
yesterday they did not know, nor did they 
believe, that the body in the pickling vat 
at the Chicago Medical college was that of 
their cousin; and thereby hangs a peculiar 
and remarkable story, which has the rare 
virtue o£ being true. Judge Kohlsaat vis- 
ited the college last week and looked at the 
corpse, but came away declaring that 
there was not a feature that reminded 


Hud ill and he took a dose of poison. 
"That ends the mystery," s-aid Mr. Ernest 
Kohlsiiat, "and the only remaining thing 
to do is to care for Hall's body. It will be 
taken charge of at once and given a decent 
burial. Curran could be prosecuted fo£ 
the deception practiced, as he signed a 
number of draftson his firm, using Hall's 
name. But he seems to be an honest fel- 
low, and I suppose nothing will be done 
to him."

Yesterday 
a letter was received in reply. It fetated 
that tbe aq;ent was alive, bat that Hall 
was probably dead.

was Curran. He confessed that he ob- 
tained the situation by false pretense an-,1 
said be was willing to resign or to go on 
with his work—which, by the way, has 
been very satisfactory—just as Mr. Gil- 
lette should determine.

money at 2 per cent. And this is the repub- 
lican financial system. 


Why were not the bonds paid off when 


they fell due? This would have been better 
financiering. 
The people of the United 


States paid enough money into the treasury 
to take up those bonds. 
When the demo- 


crats turned the treasury over to the repubj 
licans more than two years ago there was 
In it enough money to pay these bonds 
twice over. The receipts at the treasury 
have been larger during Harrison's admin- 
istration than they were at an; time while 
the saving policy was going on. 


Bat the republicans not only failed to lay 


by any pennies out ol the enormous reven- 
ues, they squandered the surplus that was 
handed over to their keeping. They knew 
that about 854,000,000 worth of bonds 
would fail due in this year, and they fur- 
ther knew that the people expected those 
bonds to be taken up.

cates of nomination of candidates fer rep- 
resentatives in the general assembly what 
number of votes it is desired shall be 
printed as given to such candidate or 
candidates, and in such case the ballots 
shall lie so printed.
